Safe Building Needed 


Canadians need to learn how to build fire- 
proof houses and stores and factories and 
theatres. In two days, fires occurring at 
widely scattered places across most of the 
Dominion and including one in Newfound- 
land, took 41 lives, sent many more to hospi- 
tals, left a large number homeless, and 
caused losses running into millions of dollars. 

Perhaps greater care in the management 
of heating appliances would have prevented 
some of these fires. But greater care in the 
construction of the buildings and the ar- 
rangement of heating equipment would cer- 
tainly have done so, Cement and bricks and 
steel and asbestos will not burn, Substitution 
of these materials for wood in the building 
of houses and other structures is one sure 
way to prevent fires, minimize damage and 
save lives. 

That is an objective on which architects, 
builders and insurance companies should 
center attention. They, better than any 
others, can awaken public interest in put- 
ting safety first when building plans are in 
the making. And also in arousing interest to 
the need to pull down fire-traps and replace 
these with buildings in which it will be safe 
for people to live, work, do business, and 
gather for social purposes.

The English artist has the advantage of 
recognized art centres in London which are 
readily accessible, not only to all England, 
but to most parts of the European continent, 

The Canadian artist has no such advan- 
tage because even if a contemporary picture 
is hung in the National Gallery, comparative- 
ly few potential purchasers ever get to see it. 

For the sake of Canadian art, Canadian 
art products should be made more easily | 
available to the Canadian market which 
exists, potentially, in every town and city of | 
the Dominion, Travelling art exhibition- 
auctions appear to be one of the best meth- | 
ods of making those essential contacts.

That shows what country led the world 
up the dizzy spiral of inflation, from which 
it is now descending under the same leader- 
ship, The upward climb began a year ago 
last October, when Washington swept away 
controls and left consumers with pocketsfull 
of money to scramble for goods which were 
not plentiful enough to go around. As goods 
were even scarcer outside the United States 
than inside, the free-for-all scrimmage be- 
came world-wide. 

Experts and market “operators” are busy 
explaining the present recession. They differ 
widely in details, but agree on one point— 
| that prices had got too far “out of line.” But 
out of line with what? In simple terms, with 
| the buying power of consumers, When the 
latter stopped buying what they could get 
along without, or had to get along without, 
only one thing could happen. It happened, 

This downward movement is being com- 
| pared with that of 1929. But there is this im. 
portant difference. Supplies of basic com- 
modities are now away below world need. 
In 1929 the reverse was the case. Because 
these supplies are short, there is a point 
where consumer-demand will again come into 
the market. When that point is reached, the 
subsidence will slow up and come to a halt. 
There was no such “cushion” of latent de- 
mand in 1929; hence the subsidence then be- 
came an avalanche. 


| As for stock prices, these follow eom- 
modity prices, up or down, 


There appears no cause therefore to get 
jittery and conjure up visions of another 
plunge into world depression. Only panic 
selling could bring that about in present cir- 
cumstances, What has occurred thus far is 
that “pricing-up” is being liquidated, and 
prices are getting down toward the level of

Until this is solved, neither Canadian business nor Canadian 
citizens can know any real stability or seeurity, Yet the solu- 
tion is becoming increasingly clear, though there continues to 
be 4 certain failure (or perhaps 4 certain refusal) to face and 
accept it, It is gredustion, and produetion alone, that in the 
end will provide inflation with its sufficient answer. Only 
when the ammount of goods is brought more nearly up to the 
demand will prices find their proper and reasonable level 

There is no other way. And there can be only anxiety over 
the continuing popular tendency to look to some method or 
plan, some control or regulation, which may adjust prices 
without increased production and without the greater effort 
that increased production requires, The reimposition of regu- 
lations or controls, so far from providing an eflective solution 
to inflation, would more likely only delay a iacowregs the 
higher productivity which is so urgent! If we are 
ever Lo get out of our inflationary trout &- we ~ B have to 
work our way out. We cannot sit our way out. Our ultimate 
deliverance will not come about by “doing without” so much 
as by “doing more’ 


Some economists in this country, as in other lands, have 
recommended that inflation be counteracted by high taxes 
Some indeed, even go so lar as to suggest that taxes should be 
increased until inflation is mannered Surely this is a funda 
mentally mistaken approach, For high taxes, more perhaps 
than anything else, depress incentives; and if production is 
to be stimulated, the extra effort must receive the extra 
reward, To expect people to work harder, and to be practically 
penalized for doing so, is not to deal in the realiues of human
